TRIPLE INJUNCTION 





TEXT:—Rejoice evermore, pray without ceas- 


ing, 


in everything give thanks. 1 Thes. 5:16-18.

The professed followers of 
Jesus Christ in these last days 
are brought face to face with 
the three injunctions, referred 
to in the text. (1.) “Rejoice 
evermore. (2.) Pray without 
ceasing. (3.) In everything 
give thanks.” This is: the in- 
spired writing of Paul and we 
are to understand that he was 
not speaking without thought, 
without knowledge of the full 
significance of language, with- 
out really meaning what he 
said. Then if Paul really said 
what he meant, and meant 
what he said and that under 
the inspiration of God, we are 
brought face to face with these 
Divine injunctions which very 
definitely suggest the divine 
idea of Christian living. We 
suggest three important char- 
acteristics of an ideal Chris- 
tian. First: A life attuned with 
melody. Second: A life attuned 
to Divine worship. Third: A life 
attuned to thanksgiving (re- 
gardless of circumstances) and 
together with all this we are 
persuaded that all these char- 
acteristics will develop a suc- 
cessful, victorious and beautiful 
Christian character, that will 
invite the admiration of the 
eternal world. 

Joy and Rejoicing 

The redeemed soul is attuned 
with melody. “Rejoice ever- 
more.” The peace of God should 
be so hidden within our hearts 
so that even while sorrowful 
we may aiweys be rejoicing. 

The soul is a musical instru- 
ment and to “rejoice ever- 
more” it must be set to the key 
of heavens own harmony. There 
ig no Christian grace more es- 
‘sential to develop _ effici- 
ency than joy. The _ psalmist 
said, “The joy of the Lord is 
my strength,” and the recorded 
prayer for revival was “O Lord 
revive Thy work that Thy peo- 
ple may again rejoice in Thee.” 

From this we conclude that 
it is God’s work and God’s 
people and God’s will that they 
live a life of rejoicing. in this 
present world. The _  joyless 
Christian is of little or no value 
to the cause he represents. In 
all the history of the ages 
Christian triumphs have follow- 
ed in the wake of the armies 
that were thrilled with the joy 
of sins forgiven and the enthu- 
siasm of holy fellowship with 
the unseen God. The story is 
told that a few ancient Britians 
on one occasion routed a whole 
army of Saxon invaders by 
leaping out of their ambushed 
retreat, shouting, “Hallelujah.” 
I verily believe that all of the 
great victories in the church 
have been joyfully expressed by 
the word, “Glory, Hallelujah.” 





What we need today is a bright

cheerful victorious and_ tri- 
umphant army that will never 
retreat, who have caught the 
ground tune of Divine love from 
the vibrant tuning-fork of the 
cross of Calvary, and that sings 
its way to triumphant victory. 
Surely the inspired apostle 
knew what he was talking 
about when he put this injunc- 
tion first in a sacred trinity of 
obligation. ‘Rejoice evermore.” 

The Importance of Prayer 

“Pray without ceasing.” This 
is the second trinity of obliga- 
tions as outlined in the text. 
Meaning that the redeemed soul 
is attuned to worship and that 
the actual conduct of their lives 
should be enveloped in an at- 
mosphere of true devotion. 


There coult be no diversity-ofy.-— 


opinion among the people of 
God as to the importance of 
prayer. It is to the Spiritual na- 
ture what the breath is to the 
body. Prayer is the breath of 
the soul. If Paul had advised us 
to breathe without ceasing, of 
course we would find no objec- 
tion, but then He has said, 
“Pray without ceasing,” mean- 
ing that we should live in a 
spirit of prayer, live in constant 
feHowship with Christ, who is 
the divine head of the Church, 
surely this is very important in 
order to develop a true Chris- 
tian character. A life of real 
victory. 
Thanksgiving 

This is the third of the trinity 
of obligation as refericd to in 
the text. The redeemed soul, 
will be attuned to thanksgiving. 


“In everything give thanks:”” — 


This is perhaps the most diffi- 
cult of the three to live up to 
by a great many professed’ 
Christians. The question arises, 
how shall we meet its require~ 
ment? There are times when it. 
is easy enough, when the song 
is in the heart, with the heart 
strings in tune with heaven. 
Then thanksgiving springs up

SOME EXPLANATIONS ON 
SUNDAY SCHOOL LESSON 





‘Verse 10 of Lesson 12, First 
Quarter 





F. J. Lee, General Overseer. 

There have been some dis- 
cussions in the Sunday Schools 
on the tenth verse of the 12th 
lesson of the first quarter 
and some have written to me 
asking that I give a further ex- 
planation than that which I 
gave in the commentary. 


I will say that I am very cau- 
tious in preparing the commen- 
tary and never turn it loose to 
the public until I am satisfied: 
that it is the proper teaching. 

Now the verse in question is 
this: “For we must all appear 
before the judgment seat of 
Christ that every one may re- 
ceive the things done in his 
body, according to that he hath 

done, whether it be good or 
bad.” 


The Syriac Version says that, 
We are to stand before the 
judgment seat of the Messiah, 
that each may receive retribu- 
tion in the body. This means 
that we shall receive rewards. 


Now the next question is 
who is Paul addressing. You 
will notice in this chapter lead- 
ing up to the 10th verse he says 
“we or us” over a dozen times. 
Then to whom does “we” or 

us” have reference? Please 

read very closely and see if 
there is any intimation of the 
sinner, when Paul says, “We 
must all appear.” In _ the first 
place the letter is addressed to 
the Church of God, to them 
that are sanctified. Every verse 
in this 5th chapter of 2d Cor. to 
the tenth verse has_ reference 
to the saints. Now the saints 
are to be rewarded according 
to their deeds whether good or 
bad. Some Christian’s good 
deeds will go far, surpass the 
good deeds of others that they 
will seem as bad deeds in com- 
parison. 


If our work abides at this 
judgment we shall receive a re- 
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ward, ‘put. if i it fails, ‘the work 
shall be burned, but we shall be 
saved so as by fire. See 1 Cor. 
3:11-15. 


The judgment seat of Christ 
will be set at the time of His 
coming. Here He gives rewards 
Read Matt. 16:27. This takes 
place at the resurrection of the 
just. Luke 14:14. 


The judgment of the _right- 
eous for the purpose of giving 
rewards takes place one thous- 
and years before the wicked 
are judged. You will find the 
judgment of the wicked spoken 
of in Rev. 20:12-15. | saw the 
dead, small and great stand be- 
fore God. This is the White 
Throne Judgment with God the 
Father as judge. The sentence 
to be inflicted is the lake of 
fire. This is a thousand years 
later than the time spoken of 
in the Sunday School 
The subjects at this judgment 
are the dead, small and great. 
The redeemed will have been 
raised fron? the dead one thous- 
and years before this time and 
will have received their rewards 
at the judgment seat of Christ. 


This appears to me to. be 
plain enough that there need 
be no more uncertainty about 
the 10th verse of lesson 12. 
Paul was striving to attain to 
the resurrection from the dead 
and to appear at the judgment 
seat of Christ, thus leaving the 
dead to come to the White 
Throne judgment a_ thousand 
years later. See Phil. 3:10-14.
